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JOHN  WILLIAMS 


The  1989  Pops  season  was  John  Williams’s  tenth  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra. 
In  January  1980,  he  was  named  nineteenth  conductor  of  the  ensemble  since  its  founding  in 
1885.  Mr.  Williams  was  bom  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948. 
There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco. 
After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School, 
where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a 
jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again  Williams  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he 
began  his  career  in  the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann, 

Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many  television  programs  in 
the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  seventy 
films,  including  The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  oJEastwick,  Indiana 
Jones  and  the  Temple  oj  Doom,  Return  of  the  Jedi,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Raiders  of  the 
Lost  Ark,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Superman,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars, 
Jaws,  and  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  24  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been 
awarded  four  Oscars  and  fifteen  Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His 
most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  He  received  an 
Academy  Award  nomination  this  year  in  the  category  of  Best  Original  Score  for  a Motion  Picture, 
for  The  Accidental  Tourist.  In  March  he  received  a British  Academy  Award  for  Empire  of  the 
Sun.  Mr.  Williams’s  recent  film  score  projects  include  Steven  Spielberg’s  Indiana  Jones  and  the 
Last  Crusade,  which  was  released  in  May,  Martin  Ritt’s  new  film,  Stanley  and  Iris,  starring 
Jane  Fonda  and  Robert  DeNiro,  Steven  Spielberg’s  AZmays,  starring  Richard  Dreyfuss,  and 
Oliver  Stone’s  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  starring  Tom  Cruise. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  sym- 
phonies, and  a flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra 
Recent  works  include  the  “Mission  Theme”  for  NBC  News,  the  Liberty  Fanfare,  composed  for  the 
rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,’’  composed  for  the  Special  Olympics 
in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  and  the  theme  for  the  1988  Summer 
Olympics  held  in  Seoul,  Korea. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more  than  four  million  copies,  more  than  any 
non-pop  album  in  recording  history.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores  have  been  recorded,  and 
his  highly  acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  include  Pops  in  Space  Pops  on 
the  March,  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  and  Boston 
Pops  on  Stage,  a collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye 
Norman  entitled  With  a Song  in  My  Heart,  a collection 
of  favorite  Americana  entitled  America,  the  Dream  Goes 
On,  Bernstein  by  Boston,  Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  Pops 
in  Love,  and  By  Request . . . , featuring  music  of  John 
Williams,  Holst’s  The  Planets,  and  Digital  Jukebox. 

Pops  Britannia,  featuring  music  of  the  British  Isles, 
and  Salute  to  Hollywood  were  released  by  Philips  rec- 
ords this  year.  An  album  of  favorite  Russian  music. 

Pops  a la  Russe,  is  scheduled  for  future  release,  as  well 
as  an  album  of  music  by  George  Gershwin. 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Or- 
chestra on  a United  States  tour  in  1985  and  on  a tour  of 
Japan  in  November  1987.  This  past  summer  he  led  the 
ensemble  on  another  United  States  tour,  sponsored  by 
MCI.  Mr.  Williams  has  also  appeared  as  guest  conductor 
with  a number  of  major  orchestras,  including  the  London 
Symphony,  the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  the  Denver  Symphony,  the  Indianapolis 
Symphony,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  with 
which  he  has  appeared  many  times  at  the  Hollywood 
Bowl.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from  Berklee  College  of 
Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern  University,  Tufts  Univer- 
sity, the  University  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia,  Bos- 
ton University,  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music, 
and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston. 
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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate 

of  the  Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conductor  Laureate  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  music  direc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Classical  Orchestra.  He  retired  in 
1987  from  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first  violin 
section.  A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr. 
Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the 
Ne^v  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin 
with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship  student 
at  Berlin’s  Hochschule  fiir  Musik  and  later  studied  con- 
ducting with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in 
Maine.  He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in 
1938  under  Serge  Koussevitzl^. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  con- 
ducted Pops  concerts  with  many  orchestras  outside  , 
of  Boston,  including  the  Baltimore  Symphony,  the 
National  Symphony  in  Washington,  the  Montreal 
Symphony,  the  Milwaukee  Symphony,  the  Florida 
Symphony,  the  Orchestra  London  (Ontario),  the  Quebec 
Symphony,  the  National  Arts  Centre  Orchestra  (Ottawa), 
the  Honolulu  Symphony,  the  Saskatchewan  Symphony, 
the  Edmonton  Symphony,  the  Long  Beach  Symphony, 
the  Nashville  Symphony,  and  the  Jerusalem  Symphony 
in  Israel.  In  addition,  he  remains  active  as  a conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  at  Symphony  Hall,  on  the 
Esplanade,  and  in  other  areas  of  New  England. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards, 

Mr.  Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des 
Lettres  of  the  French  government.  In  1971  the  National 
Conference  of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a Certifi- 
cate of  Honor,  recognizing  his  distinguished  contribu- 
tions to  the  humanities,  and  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a na- 
tional honor  and  professioned  association  in  education, 
awarded  him  the  “Excellence  in  Education  Award.  In 
1975  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its 
Winter  Hill  Community  School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at  Madison  Park  High 
School.  Mr.  Dickson  holds  honorary  degrees  from  many 
local  colleges  and  universities,  and  from  the  American 
College  of  Greece.  His  latest  honorary  degrees  were 
awarded  in  1987  by  Boston  University,  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Boston  Conservatory,  and 
Framingham  State  College. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and 
musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of  them 
into  his  books.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please! , an 
entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes,  and 
Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.  In  addition,  he 
furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close 
friend,  the  late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor. 
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RONALD  FELDMAN 


Since  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  cello  section  in  1967  at  the  age  of  nineteen, 
Ronald  Feldman  has  received  critical  acclaim  for  a wide  variety  of  musical  achievements.  In- 
creasingly in  demand  as  a conductor,  Mr.  Feldman  was  appointed  Assistant  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  the  spring  of  1989,  following  appearances  with  that  orchestra  for 
three  consecutive  seasons;  atTanglewood  in  1987,  substituting  for  the  ailing  John  Williams,  he 
led  the  orchestra  in  John  Harbison’s  Remembering  Gatsby.  Mr.  Feldman  is  currently  conductor 
of  the  Boston  new  music  ensemble  Extension  Works  and  was  recently  appointed  conductor  of 
the  Berkshire  Symphony:  he  has  been  music  director  and  conductor  of  the  Worcester  S}nmphony 
Orchestra,  and  he  was  music  director  and  conductor  of  the  New  England  Philharmonic  (previously 
the  Mystic  Valley  Orchestra)  for  five  seasons.  In  1988  he  and  the  New  England  Philharmonic 
were  awarded  the  American  Symphony  Orchestra  League’s  ASCAP  Award  for  Adventuresome 
Programming  of  Contemporary  Music,  taking  first  place  in  the  community  orchestra  division. 

Bom  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  a graduate  of  Boston  University,  Ronald  Feldman  has  taught 
at  Brown  University  and  Brandeis  University,  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He 
is  currently  on  the  faculty  of  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  eind  at  the  Boston  Conservatory, 
where  he  is  conductor  of  the  orchestra  and  chairman  of  the  string  department.  Mr.  Feldman 
received  formal  training  in  conducting  with  Leon  Barzin  atTanglewood:  his  cello  teachers  in- 
cluded Claus  Adam,  Harvey  Shapiro,  Joseph  Emonts,  Leslie  Pamas,  and  John  Sant'Ambrogio. 


THE  TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORUS 

John  Oliver,  Conductor 


Celebrating  its  twentieth  anniversary  this  season,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Choms  was  or- 
ganized in  the  spring  of  1970  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal 
emd  choral  activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music 
Center  and  Boston  University,  and  originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony’s summer  home,  the  choms  was  soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  orchestra’s  Symphony 
Hall  season  as  well.  Now  the  official  choms  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Choms  is  made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  services,  performing  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  at  Tanglewood,  and  working  with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the 
Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guests  as  Leonard  Bernstein,  Kurt  Masur,  and  Charles 
Dutoit.  Noteworthy  recent  performances  have  included  the  world  premiere  of  Sir  Michael  Tip- 
pett’s The  Mask  of  Time  under  Sir  Colin  Davis  in  April  1984,  the  American  premiere  of  excerpts 
from  Olivier  Messiaen’s  opera  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  under  Seiji  Ozawa  in  April  1986,  and  the 
world  premiere  in  April  1987  of  Donald  Martino’s  The  White  Island,  a Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra centennial  commission,  performed  at  a special  Symphony  Hall  concert  under  John 
Oliver’s  direction.  More  recently,  the  choms  participated  in  performances  under  Seiji  Ozawa’s 
direction  of  Richard  Strauss’s  Elektra,  with  Hildegard  Behrens  in  the  title  role,  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  atTanglewood. 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Choms  has  collaborated  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  on  numerous  recordings,  beginning  with  Berlioz’s  The  Damnation  of  Faust  for 
Deutsche  Grammophon,  a 1975  Grammy  nominee  for  best  choral  performance.  An  album  of 
a cappella  twentieth-century  American  music,  recorded  at  the  invitation  of  Deutsche  Gram- 
mophon, was  a 1979  Grammy  nominee.  Recordings  with  Mr.  Ozawa  and  the  orchestra  available 
on  compact  disc  also  include  Strauss’s  Elektra,  Schoenberg’s  Gurrelieder,  Mahler’s  Symphony 
No.  8,  the  Symphony  of  a Thousand,  and  Mahler’s  Symphony  No.  2,  Resurrection,  on  Philips, 
and  Beethoven’s  Choral  Fantasy  with  pianist  Rudolf  Serkin,  on  Telarc.  The  choms  has  also 
recorded  Poulenc’s  Stabat  Mater  and  Gloria  with  Mr.  Ozawa,  the  orchestra,  and  soprano  Kath- 
leen Battle  for  Deutsche  Grammophon.  The  choms  may  also  be  heard  in  Debussy’s  La 
Damoiselle  elue  with  the  orchestra  and  mezzo-soprano  Frederica  von  Stade  on  CBS,  on  the 
Philips  album  “We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas”  with  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and 
on  a Nonesuch  recording  of  music  by  Luigi  Dallapiccola  and  Kurt  Weill  conducted  by  John 
Oliver.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conductor  Laureate  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  founder  and  Conductor  Laureate  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  music  direc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Classical  Orchestra.  He  retired  in  1987 
from  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  first  violin  sec- 
tion. A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson 
is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with 
Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fellowship  student  at 
Berlin's  Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later  studied  conduct- 
ing with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine. 
He  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under 
Serge  Koussevitzky. 

Active  as  a guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson  has  con- 
ducted Pops  concerts  with  many  orchestras  outside  of 
Boston,  including  the  Baltimore  Symphony,  the  National 
Symphony  in  Washington,  the  Montreal  Symphony,  the 
Milwaukee  Symphony,  the  Florida  Symphony,  the  Or- 
chestra London  (Ontario),  the  Quebec  Symphony,  the 
National  Arts  Centre  Orchestra  (Ottawa),  the  Honolulu 
Symphony,  the  Saskatchewan  Symphony,  the  Edmonton 
Symphony,  the  Long  Beach  Symphony,  the  Nashville 
Symphony,  and  the  Jerusalem  Symphony  in  Israel.  In 
addition,  he  remains  active  as  a conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 
at  Symphony  Hall,  on  the  Esplanade,  and  in  other  areas 
of  New  England. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  Mr. 
Dickson  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres 
of  the  French  government.  In  1971  the  National  Confer- 
ence of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a Certificate  of 
Honor,  recognizing  his  distinguished  contributions  to 
the  humanities,  and  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a national  honor 
and  professional  association  in  education,  awarded  him 
the  "Excellence  in  Education"  Award.  In  1975  the  city  of 
Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of 
Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community 
School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored 
him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite 
at  Madison  Park  High  School.  Mr.  Dickson  holds  honor- 
ary degrees  from  many  local  colleges  and  universities, 
and  from  the  American  College  of  Greece.  His  latest 
honorary  degrees  were  awarded  in  1987  by  Boston  Uni- 
versity, the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  the 
Boston  Conservatory,  and  Framingham  State  College. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and 
musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of  them 
into  his  books.  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Pleasel,  an  enter- 
taining view  of  music  behind  the  scenes,  and  Arthur 
Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.  In  addition,  he  furthered 
the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend,  the 
late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled  to  many  coun- 
tries of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.

ENTRANCE  OF  THE  GUESTS  from  TANNHAUSER 

Richard  Wagner  ( 1813-83) 

In  his  earlier  operas,  Wagner  was  still  seeking  his  way  through  the  various  standard  dramatic 
forms  available  to  him,  discovering  what  was  useful  to  him  in  finding  his  own  voice  as  a com- 
poser and  what  he  could  discard.  In  Tannhauser,  only  the  second  of  the  works  still  generally  per- 
formed, Wagner  still  used  such  gestures  of  the  grand  opera  as  massed  choruses,  large  numbers 
of  people  on  stage,  and  huge  processions,  and  he  planned  his  plots  so  as  to  make  such  elements 
possible.  In  the  second  act,  the  drama  is  put  "on  hold"  for  a moment  to  allow  an  audience  of 
guests  to  enter  in  a stately  march  before  witnessing  the  contest  of  song  that  forms  the  main 
matter  of  the  act.  There  is  nothing  dramatic  going  on  here,  but  it  did  provide  us  with  one  of 
Wagner's  most  ceremonious  march  compositions. 


OVERTURE  TO  ORPHEUS  IN  THE  UNDERWORLD 

Jacques  Offenbach  ( 1819-80) 

One  of  the  greatest  composers  of  light  music  of  all  time,  Offenbach  made  his  mark  internation- 
ally with  his  first  big  operetta  success,  Orpheus  In  the  Underworld,  in  1858.  The  plot  was  a parody 
of  the  familiar  myth  (and  of  Gluck's  classic  operatic  version)  in  which  Orpheus  descends  to  the 
realm  of  Pluto  to  recover  his  wife  Eurydice;  but  in  Offenbach,  he  does  not  go  out  of  love  for  her — 
he  has,  in  fact,  grown  rather  tired  of  her.  He  is  only  goaded  into  making  the  attempt  when  Public 
Opinion  explains  that  posterity  expects  this  of  him.  Orpheus  goes  to  Jupiter  (who  is  trying  to  quell 
a riot  among  the  Olympian  deities  fed  up  with  a diet  of  nectar  and  ambrosia)  for  assistance;  but 
Jupiter,  that  experienced  seducer,  is  entranced  by  descriptions  of  Eurydice's  beauty  and  deter- 
mines to  descend  to  the  Underworld  to  investigate  further.  The  rest  of  the  gods  go  with  him  as  a 
lark,  and  the  action  culminates  in  a rousing  "galop  infernal"  now  known  to  all  the  world  as  the 
can-can.  ^

RICHARD  RODGERS  WALTZES 


(arr.  Leroy  Anderson) 

Richard  Rodgers  had  two  careers  in  the  musical  theater — one  in  collaboration  with  Lorenz 
Hart,  the  other  with  Oscar  Hammerstein  II — either  of  which  would  have  qualified  him  for  admis- 
sion to  the  pantheon  of  great  innovators  in  the  American  musical.  During  the  period  of  his  major 
scores  (from  the  late  '20s  to  the  early  '50s),  waltzes  were  rarely  found  in  Broadway  scores.  They 
seemed  to  many  composers  to  be  too  redolent  of  the  old-fashioned  Viennese  operetta.  But  Rod- 
gers loved  writing  waltzes,  and  almost  every  show  had  its  captivating,  swinging  waltz  hit,  from 
the  bittersweet  "Falling  in  Love  With  Love"  (The  Boys  from  Syracuse,  based  on  Shakespeare's 
Comedy  of  Errors)  to  the  gentle  warmth  of  "Oh,  What  a Beautiful  Morning"  {Oklahoma)  and  the 
driving  energy  of  "A  Wonderful  Guy"  {South  Pacific).  ^

SING,  SING,  SING  # % 

Louis  Prima  ( 191 1-78)/ Benny  Goodman  ( 1909-86)  ° 

New  Orleans-born  jazz  trumpeter  and  vocalist  Louis  Prima  worked  mostly  in  New  Orleans  in 
the  '20s  and  early  '30s,  then  led  his  own  band  in  New  York.  One  of  his  best-known  creations. 
Sing,  Sing,  Sing,  was  made  even  more  popular  in  the  version  created  by  Benny  Goodman  for  his 
famous  Carnegie  Hall  concert — the  first  jazz  concert  ever  given  in  that  historic  concert  hall — in 
1938.  Because  the  famous  recording  made  at  that  event  has  been  a jazz  favorite  ever  since, 
Goodman's  additions  to  Prima's  tune  are  now  regarded  as  part  of  the  piece,  and  that  is  how  Dick 
Hyman  has  arranged  it.

THE  BOSTON  POPS 

The  promise  of  something  new  and  exciting  at 
Boston's  Music  Hall  brought  out  a large  crowd  on 
July  11,  1885,  none  of  whom  could  have  guessed  that 
they  were  present  for  what  would  become  a national 
tradition.  Boston,  of  all  American  cities,  had  a reputation 
of  sobriety  in  matters  musical  - the  notion  of  "good 
music"  as  "high  art"  was  intimately  bound  up  with  the 
understanding  that  the  music  must  be,  above  all, 
serious.  What  a surprise,  then,  to  discover  that  Henry 
Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  in  1881  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  proposed  to  establish  in  the 
summer  "concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music." 

Higginson 's  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by  his  early 
experiences  as  a music  student  in  Vienna,  where  he 
enjoyed  the  delights  of  Austrian  concert  gardens,  which 
offered  light  music  in  the  relaxed  atmosphere  of  a cafe 
setting.  He  was  also  a realist  with  a strong  desire  to 
provide  fuller  employment  for  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  who  at  the  time  worked  only  six 
months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it  was  a bold 
innovation.  Billed  as  the  "Promenade  Concerts,"  they 
combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the  current 
hits  of  the  musical  theater,  and  occasionally  a novelty 
number  designed  largely  to  generate  laughter  with 
clever  musical  tricks.  In  addition.  Music  Hall  was 
among  the  first  public  buildings  lighted  by  electricity, 
and  nowhere  else  in  the  city  could  music  be  heard  in 
the  same  room  where  refreshments  and  light  alcoholic 
beverages  were  being  served.  The  highest  social  circles 
of  Boston  were  present,  and,  at  intermission,  the 
audience  enjoyed  promenading  to  meet  friends  and 
sport  the  latest  spring  fashions.  Allowing  for  some 
changes  of  taste  over  the  course  of  a century,  the  early 
programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  programs 
of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra's  early  history,  almost  all 
of  the  Pops  conductors  were  drawn  from  the  member- 
ship of  the  BSO.  The  principal  exception  was  the  first 
conductor,  Adolf  Neuendorff,  a German-born  musician 
who  came  to  America  in  1854  and  studied  music  here. 

A prominent  opera  conductor,  he  had  led  the  American 
premieres  of  Wagner's  Lohengrin  and  Die  WalkUre  and 
was  an  active  composer  of  operettas  for  the  German - 
language  theater  in  New  York.  Several  of  the  con- 
ductors were  significant  musical  figures:  Timothee 
Adamowski,  a distinguished  violinist  and  chamber 
musician;  Max  Zach,  who  later  became  conductor  of 
the  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra;  and  Gustav  Strube, 
a prolific  composer  who  heard  fifteen  of  his  orchestral 
works  performed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  and  later 
became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  director  of  the  Peabody  Conservatory  in 
Baltimore.  Often  the  conductorship  was  shared  between 
two  people  during  a season,  which  provided  some 
variety  in  programming  tastes  and  also  encouraged 
concertgoers  to  attend  more  than  once  each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a new  name 
and  new  home  for  the  "Promenade  Concerts."  The 
change  came  with  the  temporary  move  from  Music  Hall 
to  Mechanics  Hall  while  the  Boston  Symphony's  new 


home  in  Back  Bay  was  still  under  construction.  In 
1900  the  programs  began  carrying,  for  the  first  time, 
the  punchy  and  by  now  commonly  accepted  term, 
the  "Pops."  Now  being  frequently  performed  was  a 
recent  patriotic  work  by  America's  "March  King,"  John 
Philip  Sousa,  which  in  later  decades  was  to  become  a 
celebrated  Pops  signature  piece  - "The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever. " 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years 
linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who  in  1930 
became  the  first  American-born  conductor  put  in  charge 
of  entertaining  Pops  audiences.  Born  in  Boston,  trained 
in  Germany,  Fiedler  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1915  as  a twenty-year-old  violinist.  He  played  both 
violin  and  viola  under  several  Pops  conductors,  notably 
the  Italians  Agide  Jacchia  and  Alfredo  Casella.  In  order 
to  develop  his  skills  as  a conductor,  Fiedler  formed  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time,  his 
efforts  to  establish  a series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral 
concerts  resulted,  in  1929,  in  the  first  Esplanade 
Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River.  With 
Fiedler's  appointment  as  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  the  following  year,  the  modern  Pops  was 
established.  Fiedler  took  a strong  interest  in  American 
music  and  young  American  soloists;  he  also  emphasized 
popular  contemporary  compositions  as  well  as  light 
music  of  earlier  days. 

Fiedler's  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually  absorbed 
by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  organization. 
Recordings,  tours,  and  guest  appearances  made  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  famous.  One  of  their 
earliest  releases,  Jacob  Gade's  Jalousie,  issued  in  1935, 
became  the  first  orchestral  record  ever  to  "go  gold"  by 
selling  more  than  a million  copies.  Jalousie  and 
Gershwin's  Rhapsody  in  Blue  launched  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  as  the  most-recorded  orchestra  in  the  world. 

The  current  series  of  live  local  Boston  Pops  radio 
broadcasts  was  initiated  in  1952;  as  of  1962,  syndicated 
Pops  radio  broadcasts  have  been  heard  nationally  each 
week.  Starting  in  1969,  the  national  public  television 
program  "Evening  at  Pops,"  a joint  production  of 
WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  Inc.,  made  the  Pops  familiar  and  welcome 
visitors  to  households  all  over  the  country  and  even 
beyond  its  borders. 

Following  Fiedler's  death  on  July  10,  1979,  Boston 
Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  led  the 
orchestra  until  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor 
in  January  1980.  Mr.  Williams  has  retained  what  he 
refers  to  as  the  " tripartite  program  format, " with  an 
opening  third  of  light  classical  music,  a middle  third 
often  featuring  a classical  or  popular  soloist,  and  a final 
portion  of  popular  music,  frequently  drawn  from 
theater  or  film  scores. 

Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Boston  Pops 
repertory,  maintained  the  popularity  of  "Evening  at 
Pops,"  and  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings  under 
an  exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records.  These 
include  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on 
the  March,  That's  Entertainment  (Pops  on  Broadway), 
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Pops  Around  the  World,  Aisle  Seat,  With  a Son^  in  My 
Heart,  America,  the  Dream  Goes  On,  Swinp;,  Swinpf, 
Swinj),  Bernstein  by  Boston,  Pops  in  Love,  By  Request..., 
an  album  of  music  by  John  Williams,  The  Planets,  and 
Digital  Jukebox.  The  latest  Pops  recording,  Pops 
Britannia,  was  released  last  summer. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the 
principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops  season  as 
the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players),  and  by  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made  up  of  other 
Boston-based  musicians.  Both  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra 


represent  the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the  White  House  and  at 
the  Lincoln  Memorial;  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  has  made  two  tours  of  United  States  summer 
festivals  and  in  November  1987  visited  Japan  with  John 
Williams.  This  past  summer  John  Williams  led  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  another  United 
States  tour,  sponsored  by  MCI.  The  Boston  Pops 
season  begins  immediately  following  the  close  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  winter  season,  usually  in 
early  May,  and  continues  through  early  July.  There  is  an 
annual  Christmas  Pops  series  and  a New  Year's  Eve  gala 
at  Symphony  Hall  as  well.

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JOHN  WILLIAMS 


The  1989  Pops  season  was  John  Williams's  tenth  as 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  In  January 
1980,  he  was  named  nineteenth  conductor  of  the 
ensemble  since  its  founding  in  1885.  Mr.  Williams  was 
born  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his 
family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied 
composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco. 
After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to 
New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he 
studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in 
New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a jazz  pianist,  both  in 
clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again  Williams  moved  to  Ixts 
Angeles,  where  he  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios, 
working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann, 
Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to 
write  music  for  many  television  programs  in  the  1960s, 
winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as 
music  director  for  more  than  sixty-five  films,  including 
The  Accidental  Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of 
Eastwick,  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom, 

Return  of  the  Jedi,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Raiders 
of  the  Lost  Ark,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Superman, 

Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars,  Jaws,  and 
Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  24  Academy  Award 
nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars  and 
fifteen  Grammics,  as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum 
records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original 
Score  for  a Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  He  received  an 
Academy  Award  nomination  this  year  in  the  category 
of  Best  Original  Score  for  a Motion  Picture,  for  The 
Accidental  Tourist.  In  March  he  received  a British 
Academy  Award  for  Empire  of  the  Sun.  Mr.  Williams's 
recent  film  score  projects  include  Steven  Spielberg's 


Indiana  Jones  and  the  Last  Crusade,  released  in  late 
May,  and  Martin  Ritt's  new  film,  Stanley  and  Iris, 
to  star  Jane  Fonda  and  Robert  DeNiro.  He  recently 
completed  composing  the  scores  for  Steven  Spielberg's 
Always,  starring  Richard  Dreyfuss,  a film  by  Oliver 
Stone  entitled  Born  on  the  Eourth  of  July,  starring 
Tom  Cruise. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has 
written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies, 
and  a flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded  by 
the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  Recent  works 
include  the  "Mission  Theme"  for  NBC  News,  the 
Liberty  Fanfare,  composed  for  the  rededication  of  the 
Statue  of  Liberty',  "We're  Lookin'  Good!",  composed 
for  the  Special  Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987 
International  Summer  Games,  and  the  theme  for  the 
1988  Summer  Olympics  held  in  Seoul,  Korea. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 
than  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album 
in  recording  history.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams's  film  scores 
have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed  albums 
with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  include  Pops  in  Space, 
Pops  on  the  Marsh,  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World, 
Boston  Pops  on  Stapje,  a collaboration  with  soprano 
Jessye  Norman  entitled  With  a Song  in  My  Heart,  a 
collection  of  favorite  Americana  entitled  America,  the 
Dream  Goes  On,  Bernstein  by  Boston,  Swing,  Swing, 
Swing,  Pops  in  Love,  By  Request...,  featuring  music  of 
John  Williams,  Holst's  The  Planets,  and  Digital  Jukebox. 
A Boston  Pops  recording  entitled  Pops  Britannia, 
which  includes  John  Williams's  Suite  from  Jane  Eyre 
and  Peter  Maxwell  Davies's  "An  Orkney  Wedding, 

With  Sunrise"  was  released  last  summer. 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  on  a tour  of  United  States  summer  festivals  in 
1985,  and  visited  Japan  with  the  orchestra  in  the  fall  of 
1987.  This  past  summer  he  led  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a national  tour  sponsored  by 
MCI.  Mr.  Williams  has  also  appeared  as  guest  con- 
ductor with  a number  of  major  orchestras,  including 
the  London  Symphony,  the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  the  Denver  Symphony,  the 
Indianapolis  Symphony,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic,  with  which  he  has  appeared  many  times 
at  the  Hollyw'ood  Bowl.  He  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern 
University,  Tufts  University,  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  at  Columbia,  Boston  University,  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.

TANGLEWOOD 
FESTIVAL  CHORUS 


John  Oliver,  Conductor 


Celebrating  its  tw'entieth  anniversary  this  season,  the 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1970  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver 
became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Co  -sponsored  by  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center  and  Boston  University,  and 
originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston 
Symphony's  summer  home,  the  chorus  was  soon 
playing  a major  role  in  the  orchestra's  Symphony  Hall 
season  as  well.  Now  the  official  chorus  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
is  made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  services, 
performing  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood, 
and  working  with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John 
Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent 
guests  as  Leonard  Bernstein,  Kurt  Masur,  and  Charles 
Dutoit.  Noteworthy  recent  performances  have  included 
the  world  premiere  of  Sir  Michael  Tippett's  The  Mask  of 
Time  under  Sir  Colin  Davis  in  April  1984,  the  American 
premiere  of  excerpts  from  Olivier  Messiaen's  opera  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  under  Seiji  Ozawa  in  April  1986,  and 
the  world  premiere  in  April  1987  of  Donald  Martino's 
The  White  Island,  a Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
centennial  commission,  performed  at  a special 
Symphony  Hall  concert  under  John  Oliver's  direction. 


More  recently,  the  chorus  participated  in  performances 
under  Seiji  Ozawa's  direction  of  Richard  Strauss's 
Elektra,  with  Hildegard  Behrens  in  the  title  role,  in 
Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood. 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  collaborated 
with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
on  numerous  recordings,  beginning  with  Berlioz's  The 
Damnation  of  Faust  iot  Deutsche  Grammophon,  a 1975 
Grammy  nominee  for  best  choral  performance.  An 
album  of  a cappella  twentieth-century  American  music, 
recorded  at  the  invitation  of  Deutsche  Grammophon, 
was  a 1979  Grammy  nominee.  Recordings  with  Mr. 
Ozawa  and  the  orchestra  available  on  compact  disc  also 
include  Strauss's  Elektra,  Schoenberg's  Gurrelieder, 
Mahler's  Symphony  No.  8,  the  Symphony  of  a Thousand, 
and  Mahler's  Symphony  No.  2,  Resurrection,  on  Philips, 
and  Beethoven's  Choral  Fantasy  with  pianist  Rudolf 
Serkin,  on  Telarc.  The  chorus  has  also  recorded 
Poulenc's  Stabat  Mater  znd  Gloria  W\xh  Mr.  Ozawa,  the 
orchestra,  and  soprano  Kathleen  Battle  for  Deutsche 
Grammophon.  The  chorus  may  also  heard  in  Debussy's 
La  Damoiselle  elue  with  the  orchestra  and  mezzo- 
soprano  Frederica  von  Stade  on  CBS,  on  the  Philips 
album  "We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas"  with  John 
Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  on  a Nonesuch 
recording  of  music  by  Luigi  Dallapiccola  and  Kurt  Weill 
conducted  by  John  Oliver. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  conductor  of  the  MIT  Choral 
Society,  a senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT,  and  conduc- 
tor of  the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  now  in  its  thirteenth 
season.  The  Chorale  gives  an  annual  concert  series  in 
Boston  and  has  recorded  for  Northeastern  and  New 
World  records.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  conducting  debut  at  Tanglewood  in  1985 
and  led  performances  of  Bach's  B minor  Mass  at 
Symphony  hall  in  December  that  year. 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver, 
conductor,  was  recently  chosen  to  help  close  a month- 
long International  Choral  Festival  that  took  place  in 
and  around  Toronto,  Canada,  throughout  June  1989. 
The  chorus  presented  an  afternoon  concert  of  music  by 
Tallis,  Ives,  Brahms,  and  Gabrieli  under  John  Oliver's 
direction  on  Friday,  June  30,  and  participated  in  the 
festival's  closing  performance-Verdi's  Requiem  with  the 
Toronto  Symphony  under  the  direction  of  Charles 
Dutoit-that  same  evening. 
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THE  AMERICAN 
BOYCHOIR 

Recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  finest  choirs,  the 
American  Boychoir  has  performed  in  more  than  1500 
American  cities  and  towns  in  48  states,  in  24  countries 
in  Central  and  South  America  and  Europe,  and  in  Japan, 
Korea,  and  Canada.  Founded  as  the  Columbus  Boychoir 
in  1937,  the  choir  is  made  up  of  students  aged  nine  to 
fourteen  from  the  American  Boychoir  School,  located 
since  1950  in  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  The  American 
Boychoir  has  sung  with  major  orchestras  and  under  the 
direction  of  many  distinguished  conductors.  In  addition 
to  numerous  appearances  on  national  television,  the 
choir  has  performed  at  Lincoln  Center,  Carnegie  Hall, 
the  Kennedy  Center,  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  the  White 
House,  and  the  Vatican.  Last  season,  the  choir  made 
four  tours  throughout  the  United  States,  participated  in 
several  recordings,  and  performed  in  four  all- Bernstein 
programs  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic  under  Zubin 
Mehta.  The  choir  has  been  featured  in  two  television 
specials  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman  and  has  recorded 
the  soundtracks  for  several  television  commercials. 
During  the  1989  inaugural  ceremonies  at  the  Kennedy 


Center  Opera  House,  the  choir  performed  in  the 
"Salute  to  the  First  Lady."  An  invitational  choir  at  the 
1989  American  Choral  Directors  Association  National 
Convention,  the  American  Boychoir  was  also  featured 
at  last  summer's  International  Music  Festival  of  Colmar, 
France,  in  several  concerts,  including  one  with  the 
Chamber  Orchestra  of  Moscow'.  The  choir  has  made 
more  than  35  recordings,  among  them  "A  Christmas 
Symphony"  with  Jessye  Norman  on  Philips,  and  "On 
Christmas  Day"  with  the  New  York  Vocal  Consort  on 
the  Ocaso  and  Musical  Heritage  Society  labels.

Born  in  Stephens  Arkansas,  soprano  Barbara 
Hendricks  received  a bachelor  of  music  degree  at  the 
Juilliard  School  after  graduating  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska  with  a bachelor's  degree  in  mathematics 
and  chemistry.  Ms.  Hendricks  has  appeared  w'ith  the 
opera  companies  of  San  Francisco,  Boston,  Santa  Fe, 
Glyndebourne,  Amsterdam,  Berlin,  Vienna,  Hamburg, 
Munich,  and  Paris.  In  1986  she  made  her  debut  at  the 


Metropolitan  Opera  as  Sophie  in  Der  Rosenkavalier;  the 
following  year  she  made  her  debut  at  La  Scala  as 
Susanna  in  Le  nozze  di  Figaro.  Ms.  Hendricks  appeared 
as  Mimi  in  Luigi  Comencini's  1988  film  of  La  boheme. 
Critically  acclaimed  for  her  recital  performances, 

Barbara  Hendricks  has  appeared  in  the  major  music 
centers  of  Europe,  Japan,  and  North  America,  and  has 
toured  extensively  in  the  Soviet  Union.  In  1987  she 
made  a major  recital  tour  of  Japan  that  culminated  in 
three  sold-out  recitals  in  Tokyo.  Ms.  Hendricks  also 
appears  regularly  in  chamber  music  performance  and  at 
such  major  music  festivals  as  Aix-en-Provence,  Berlin, 
Dresden,  Edinburgh,  Florence,  Montreux,  Orange, 
Osaka,  Prague,  Salzburg,  and  Vienna.

Edward  Asner  is  perhaps  most  recognizable  for  his 
unforgettable  portrayal  of  Lou  Grant,  the  grumpy  boss 
with  a heart  of  gold,  on  rwo  television  series.  The  Mary 
Tyler  Moore  Show  and  Lott  Grant,  and  for  his  role  as  Joe 
Danzig,  principal  of  an  inner-ciu'  high  school  in  the 
television  series  The  Bronx  Zoo.  Adding  to  an  alreadv 
memorable  list  of  professional  performances,  Mr.  Asner 
was  recently  seen  on  Broadway  in  Born  Yesterday  with 
Madeline  Kahn.  He  just  finished  filming  a miniseries 
entitled  Not  a Penny  More,  Not  a Penny  Less,  to  be  aired 
next  spring  on  the  USA  network. 

Born  in  Kansas  City,  Ed  Asner  alternated  his  interest 
in  sports  with  his  interest  in  drama  during  his  high 
school  years.  While  attending  the  University  of 


Chicago,  he  appeared  in  his  first  stage  role,  in  Murder 
in  the  Cathedral.  As  a member  of  a campus  dramatic 
group  called  "Tonight  at  Eight-Thirty,"  Mr.  Asner 
appeared  in  several  productions  and  took  direction 
from  a young  Mike  Nichols,  then  making  his  own  first 
efforts  for  the  stage.  After  serving  two  years  in  the 
Army,  Mr.  Asner  returned  to  Chicago  and  joined  the 
Playwrights  Theatre  Club  before  heading  for  New  York, 
where  he  appeared  in  Face  of  a Hero  with  Jack  Lemmon, 
in  numerous  off- Broadway  productions,  and  with  the 
American  Shakespeare  and  New  York  Shakespeare 
Festivals.  A seasoned  veteran  by  1961,  Mr.  Asner 
moved  at  that  time  to  Hollywood,  where  he  made  his 
mark  both  in  films  and  on  television.  Equally

He  is  one  of  the 
founding  members  of  L.A.  Classic  Theatre  Works,  a 
company  of  established  actors  and  actresses,  whose  most 
celebrated  success  has  been  Sinclair  Lewis's  Babbitt, 
heard  over  National  Public  Radio  with  Mr.  Asner  in  the 
role  of  George  Babbitt.  He  currently  divides  his  time 
among  dramatic  projects,  political  and  charitable  causes, 
and  developing  projects  for  his  production  company, 
Quince/Blake  Productions.
